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Directions for Sowing Grass Seeds 
and Forage Plants. 


The soil, climate and conditions of the Southern States are so different 
from those of the North that different species of plants, as well as different

Alfalfa Information 


1. Soil. Ahy land that will produce good 
wheat or corn. Deep soil is necessary; land 
with porous subsoil is best. Black sandy land 
is the best after it is started, but is harder to 
get started than on sandy land. There is very 
‘little difference as to productive capacity be- 
tween sandy and black waxy land. 


2. Seed. Non-irrigated seed should not be 
planted on irrigated land, and vice versa, Irri- 
gated seed for irrigated land and non-irrigated 
seed for non-irrigated land. Home grown seed 
can always be obtained at the Holloway Seed 
& Grain Co., Dallas, Texas. 


3. Preparing Ground. Sameas for onion bed; 
that is, thoroughly break, then subsoil with 
subsoiler to a depth of from 16 to 18 inches, 
then use disc harrow, then tooth harrow, then 
drag it with a plank float made of 2x12 planks 
lapped like weatherboarding, then roll with 
steel roller before and after planting. 


4, Time to Plant. Best time’ is in the fall— 
August, September,.October or November; in 
the spring—February, March and April are the 
best months, but whenever the ground isin 
best condition. 


5. Amount of Seed. About 20 lbs. per acre.

9. Yield of Seed. “Two to six bushels per cut- 
ting per acre. Only. save seed of second or 
third cuttings usually.
